The Hatch Bill Dies 


The Goose and the Gander 


The revised Hatch bill to regulate political activities of 


state employes paid in part with federal funds, which had 
previously passed the'senate, was killed Wednesday by the 
house judiciary committee. This is a tangled chapter of Amer- 
ican history, but briefly the story is this: 


-@ The previous session of congress en- 


acted the first Hatch bill, which pro- 
hibited most federal employes from 
participating in political campaigns. 


This crippled federal machines op- 


crating in state politics. 


But it was observed that on every 


state payroll were hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, of employes whose actual 
salaries were paid cither one-fourth 
or one-half by the federal govern- 
ment. 


The operation of the original Hatch 


law, 
therefore, would have been to 


prohibit the appointees 
of 
Unitcc 


States senators and congressmen from 
engaging in state politics, but woulc 
have left the field clear for workers 
technically employed by the state bu 
paid in part by the United Stales. 


The revised Hatch bill proposed to 


bar both sides from 
the 
political 


arena. 


And, if you believe in the old adage 


that what is sauce for the goose is 
sauee for the gander, the revised Hatch 
bill was just and proper, and should 
have been passed. 


Now it is killed—and for a reason 


rather common in the world of pol- 
itics. 


The revised Hatch bill for all its 


good features had one feature too 
many. 


It provided, among other things, that

leaving the field entirely open, or tin 
essence of the second Hatch bill ough 
to be enacted, closing the field to al 
persons paid cither in part or in whol 
by federal funds.

this interview. Just tell me what you 
think is necessary to get the engine 
going again." 


When I talked with Thomas E. De- 


wey of New York, candidate for the 
Republican nomination, I found that/ 
•like several other candidates, he loo 
jelieves the atmosphere of the na- 
ion has to be changed before there 
can bo recovery. But he put it dif- 
'crently. 


"This economic system," he said, "is 
delicately balanced one. It depends 


on confidence—not foolish confidence 
that there is a boom around every 
corner, but confidence in the integrity 
of the government and the integrity 
o fbusincss men. There are business 
men who are not honest, of course 
But there arc two million business 
men who could not operate unless they 
could trust each other's promises anc 
agreements. But they must also be 
able to trust the promises and as- 
surances of the government.

turers, merchants, financiers—that the 
government cannot be trusted, that it 
will not respect its promises, that it 
will say one thing today and an- 
other thing tomorrow and the system 
will get out of order like a watch that 
has a broken hair-spring.

NEW YORK -</P)— A reward of 


11,000,000 in cash for the • delivery of 
Adolf Hitler "alive, unwounded and 
unhurt," into the" custody 
of the 


League of Nations was offered. Tues- 
day night by Samuel Harden Church, 
president of .the Carnegie Institute. 


His offer, made in "good faith" 


in behnlf of a group of Pittsburgh 
residents, was outlined in the fol- 
lowing letter to the New York Times: 


"In order to prevent further blood- 


shed and outrage in this war of the 
German aggression, I am authorized 
by competent Americans to offer a 
reward of $1,000,000 to be paid in 
cash to the person or persons who 
will deliver Adolf!'.Hitler, alive, un- 
wounded and unhurt, into the cus- 
tody of the League of Nations for 
trial before a high court of justice 
for his crimes against the peace and 
dignity of the world. This proposal 
will stand good through the month 
of May, 1940."

"We Must Free Business" 


"Generally we must free business 


There will be more jobs when bus- 
iness men hire more people. There 
are 2,000,000 business concerns which 
now hire 45,000,000 men and women 
We want them to hire another six 
or eight million people. These peo- 
rle will not go to work until these 
business concerns hire them. 


"Therefore the thing to do is to free 


these concerns—lake the chains off— 
Kive them the signal to go. The New 
Deal has enacted 49 separate laws 
to hamper, restrict, regulate and slow 
•up business. The job of recovery is 
to emancipate business from these 
chains. 


"Of course in a great populous coun- 


try there will always be abuses to 
be dealt with. We must deal with 
'them. But we must deal with abuses 
without using them .as an excus 
hfor seizing power,"
